J James C. Lake died at 1 o'clock this at- 
eruoon at bis home, No. 443 North Wa- 
tr street. Mr. Lake's death was not nn- 
ixpected to b!s friends, as be hag been In 
a critical condition for several weeks past. 
Tor a number of years bis health hai been 
gradually failing and during the last few 
weeks he bas hardly been expected to live 
rom day to day. 


Tbe deceased was an attorney at Uw 


and although be bad not practiced for the 
past 12 years he was at one time promi- 
nent at tbe bar of Maccn county. He wa< 
one of tbe old" residents of Deoatur and 
was ODD of the most foremost meu in poli- 
tics in the Republican party of the Bounty. 


,T. C. Lake was Lorn Af ril 17, 1833, at 


Mt. BhiEcbard, Hancock county, Ohio, 
and was nearly 65 years old. He was a 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Asa Lako and lived 


1th his pai ents until he was 17 years old. 


He tb-n wont to Logan county, Ohio, 
and studied law in tbe office of Walker 
and West, prominent attorneys. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1859. 
Mr. Lake 


came 10 Decatur In 1861 and bad made 
hi 3 boioe In this city ever since. In an 
early day he was associated with the late 
Judge Gallagher as a law pmtner. He 
was n brilliant lawyer and us a politician 
was one of tbe moat active. No one in 
the county ever did more work for or gave 
more money to bis party while In active 
life than Mr. Lake. For tLo paat 10 or 13 
years Mr. Lake bad not practiced law 
nor was be engaged in bnficegai In 1867 
be WAI appointed relgstrar of bankruptcy 
and bad ever since held that position. 
He at ono time served as alderman of the 
city and was f.lio ono of tbe officials of 
the county fairs when they were held In 
th!s city years ago. 
Mr. Lake was wide- 


ly known and had many frlendi in tbn 
and other cities. 


Mr. Lake was married to Charlotte 


Swan in November, 1863, at Bellefon- 
taine, Ohio. His wife survive* him. He 
also leaves three brothers, William A. 
Lake of Hancock county, Ohio; Dr. John 
J. Lake of DeWItt county, 111., and Capt. 
Samuel M. Lake of Washington, D. C. 
Tbo latter le now In the city. Mr. Lake 
also leaves one sister, Mrs. MVrtha Hani- 
lln of Kansas City, Mo. Be bad two other 
brothers who are dead.

10 per eent, the same work which com- 
manded 1100 ID 1873 received 1110 lu 
1891, and bom the double advantages of 
Increased wage* and decreased prices, a 
given quantity of labor would in 1891 pur- 
chase nearly one half more than it did in 
187».

Al- 
though this branch of the industry is yet 
In ita infancy it employs 120 looms in 50 
houses and 48 weavers, and can turn out 
120 square ya^oa dally. The warps and 
weft are cotton, tbe filling wool yarn, and 
the prices range froia [6i to la per square 
foot. 
Mosb of the wool ynrn la manufac- 


tured from Chinese raw wool spun in 
Osaka. An imporiantj'improvomont in 
the rug business is^the attention now paid 
to dyeing colors. Fast dyes and toauti- 
fnl shades ara taking tbe place of their 
former attempts In this respeot.jand there 
seems no question tbat the quality of 
their article is now much superior to 
what it was a year ago.

A NEW -TRAINING SHIP. 


Uncle Sam Provides New Quarters 


for Naval Apprentices. 


Gunboat VlckBbarg for Boys Who 


Would Become Jack Tar* In Our 


Jfavj-—Cannery «lie Most Im- 


portant Study.

On every vessel of war that flics the 


stars and stripes there ar» a number 
of boys from 15 to 20 years old who are 
known us apprentices. They are learn- 
ing to be able seamen, meaning' that 
wheu they reach that degree of pro- 
ficiency in seamanship they will be able 
to "hand, reef and steer." 


Before they are placed aboard the 


war craft and become part of the ves- 
sel's complement of workers, it is nec- 
essary they should be given a course 
in seamanship, for a green boy aboard 
a -man-of-war is about as useless am ar- 
ticle as can be imagined. 
For some 


years past, the old Alliance has served 
as a vessel of instruction for these 
boys, but olti a.ge and steady service 
have so told upon the ship that she 
has been forced to lie by for awhile 
and the navy department has provided 
as her substitute the new and fast gun- 
boat Vicksburg. 


A handsomer ship than the Vicksburg 


does not fly the United States flag. She 
is as trim as a swallow anid has some 
very good records to her credit, in spite 
of her youth. Just how she looks can 
be learned from the accompanying il- 
lustration, which is from a photograph 
taken especially tiiat the boys who read 
this article may know exactly how the 
Vicksbnrg looks. 


On the navy lists she appears as an 


"unarniorcd composite gunboat of 
bnrkentinc rig." She was built at Bath 
Me., and represents all that, is newest 
and best in her particular fashion oi 
ship building. She is 168 feet long,and 
her extreme breadth is 36 feet. When 


just BOW absent on one of tiose self 
same cruises and her boy crew is be- 
ng exercised in nil the points of the 
drill every day except Sunday. The 
routine of life aboard the Vicksburg is 
exactly that which exists on the Hele- 
na, the gunboat that started for the 
Asiatic station not long ago, but is ly- 
ing in one of the ports in the Azores 
and waiting the result of the Cuban 
trouble. 


In this way the apprintices become 


thoroughly acustotned to tlie disci- 
pline aboard ship, so that when they 
are drafted to such vessels as the In- 
diana, or Brooklyn, they will feel quite 
iit home, and be of service instead of 
getting- iu everybody's way through ig- 
norance. 


For several years past there has been 
notable improvement in the class of 


sailors that man the ships of the United 
States navy. 
Leading naval officers 


declare that the apprentices 
have 


brought this about. The result of it is 
that the men of our navy as a whole 
rank higher than those of any navy in 
the world. So that it can easily be seen 
that the boy with si seafaring instinct 
who wants to try his fortune outside 
of the officers' quarters can be sure 
that the jack tar who wears the blue 
of Unule Sam has every reason to be 
proud of his calliii;;.

her armament and crew are aboard her 
mean, draft is eight feet and her maxi- 
mum draft aft thirteen feet one inch. 
Her displacement is 1,000 tons. 


Down in her engine-room is a single 


screw, vertical, triple-expansion engine, 
which will furnish power to drive her 
t'urough the water at un average speed 
of 12 knots an hour. Her maximum in- 
dicated horse power is 800. If the rend- 
er will think these facts over carefully, 
arid remember that a gunboat is a 
much smaller vessel than a criuscr, it- 
will be easy to see that the boys who 
Bail aboard the Vieksbiirg will have an 
advantage that has mever before fallen 
to the lot of a green apprentice. 


It must be understood that the Vieks- 


burg is liy no means a s«hool ship. The 
boys on a school ship are not in train- 
ing for the navy, although an officer of 
the navy is in command of the ship. On 
the Vicksbnrg, however, every boy is 
enlisted for a term of five years' serv- 
ice. From the day he slings his ham- 
mock he is ametn.ible to the discipline 
of the United States navy and begins 
nt once to learn what the duties of 
Uncle Sam's sailors are. 


In the old days it used to be neces- 


sary for naval apprentices to have ac- 
tual experience in a sailing vessel, but 
this is not a requisite now, and while 
the boys are required to study prac- 
tical seamanship in so far as sailing 
vessels are concerned, they do not be- 
come adepts in the knowledge so neces- 
sary to those v/ho intend to follow the 
sea in the serivee of the merchant ma- 
rine. 


Gunnery is what the naval appren- 


tices must learu. Every one of them 
•has to serve in some capacity as one 
of the crew of a gun. It is rapidly be- 
coming the case that the ordinary sea- 
man's most direct road to promotion 
lies in his knowledge of gunnery and 
the skill he develops in sighting a gun 


There is no favoritism aboard the 


Vicksburg, and every boy jack who 
forms one of her complement will have 
the same chance to fit himself for the 
duties he has seen fit to take up. In 
order that there may be the fullest op- 
portunity for this, the training ship 
takes frcqaent cruises and her juvenile 
crew is given every aid to become fa- 
miliar with the workings of such puns 
as a light-draft gunboat like the Vicks- 
bnrjr carries. 


A* a matter o,f fact, the Yicksbmrg is 


jlayed. The "works" are attached to 
;hc handle bar. From them downward 
to the edge of the front wheel extends 
n series of rubber shod and tiny bars' 
of steel. It is the action of the wheel 
upon tbese bars that communicates the 
vibrations to the works above, and the 
time in which tiie tune is played ia 
regulated by the speed o£ the wheel. 


For instance, the particular musical 


bike which has come to the United 
States plays only German tunes and 
of course includes among the number 
"Die Waeht am Khein." The. musical 
machinery is set to the required 1utie 
something after the fashion of a hand 
organ. This done all that is necessary 
to do is to mount and ride. One has no 
idea what a difference time makes ia 
the national tune of the fatherland 
until he hears the musical bike reel it 
off. 


Perhaps the most striking of the 


bike's accomplishments is its rendering 
of "In Tic'fen Keller." It-almost seems 
as if the wheel itself entered into the 
spirit of this famous (lei-man melody 
and the way the music rolls out under 
the influence of a teai-mile-an-hour gait 
is as exhilarating in its influence as the 
riding itself. The genius who arranged 
the compositions for the wheel in ques- 
tion evidently thought, too, that vari- 
ety was the spice of life, for the third 
of the compositions which it- renders is 
that highly interesting little Munich 
ballad the finale of which "Yatcr, 
Yater, 
Yatcr—Yater; Yater," has 


caused many a student cheer. 


The musical bike will give a concert 


of an hour's duration without read- 
justment, playing its programme over 
and over and over until the limit has 
been reached, when it is necessary to 
infuse new life by means of a new ar- 
rangement. Thus far only one of these 
strange contrivances has come to us, 
but it is quite likely that before an- 
other quarter of a year has elapsed 
there will be more. In fact the dealers 
say that this bike is likely to come into 
public notice with the flowers of May, 
though it may not prove as welcome an 
acquisition to the public pleasure.

In fact, as 
the law forbids the publication of a 
facsimile of a treasury note in a 
newspaper, it will be n jear or more

The largest amount which has 
ever gone into the reserve vault in a 
single day is $25,000,000. 


There is no count of the notes after 


they pass through tbe hands of John 
11. llrown. If a note was taken any- 
where else, its loss would be detected 


•ithin a very short time—a few min- 


utes or at the most a few hours. Be- 
tween the hands of John li. Brown and 
the next man who touches the indi- 
vidual notes there would be, in the or- 
dinary course of business, a lapse of 
fullv a year. Let us suppose that not 
John II. Brown but Bill the Burglar 
sits at the press, in front c-f the res-ene 
vault. It would not be by any means 
a difficult matter for Bill to conceal $1,-

with armed guards which travels be- 
tween tho bureau of engraving and 
printing and the treasury every day 
brings from the bureau notes lacking 
the red seal which jou will find in the 
fright hand corner of every government 
till you are fortunate enough to pos- 
sess. These notes are in sheets of four. 
(The work of affixing the seal and sep- 
arating the notes is done in a gloomy 
(room in the basement of the treasury 
building. A force of meu and women 
is employed, working the presses which 
Jirint the seal and the sepaiating ma- 
chines whose knives cut the bills apart 
and trim them to a uniform width. 
• The individual sheets of notes are 
(brought to the -treasury in packages of 
100. The counting of the notes in each 
Jiackage occurs 52 times in the couise 
of their handling at tlie bureau of en- 
j*raving; and, though the packages are 
delivered at the treasury with seals un- 
torckta, tlie} are opened immediately 
land the sheets are counted again. This 
counting is done by women, who are 
jnuch more expert at it than men. Their 
fingers fly between the sheets as though 
they were making scales on a piano, and1 
Paderewski'K digits move ver.v 
little 


faster. An expert vv ill count 1,000 sheets 
in about 2'/4 mdniites. Assistant Treas- 
urer Molinc tells rne 56 packages are dc- 
jlivered at the treasury every day now ; 
so each counting takes up what is 
equivalent to two hours' work of one 
woman. 


The sheets are counted before thej 


'•go to the printing press and after thev 
return, and they have their final count 
Before they enter the separating ma- 
chines. Then the individual notes are 
counted and made into bundles of 100 
and thc«e bundles are counted again 
jfor verification before they are passed 
[on to the vaults- Each bundle has a 
paper stamp about it, marked with the 
ideromiiatior, of the notes and the in-

lual responsibility begins. There are 
•many places in the -treasury scheme 
'where individual honesty is the gov- 
ernment's only safeguard; but the 
most serious of them is at the door of 
the reserve vault. In this vault are 
kept hundreds of millions of dollars in 
TJnited States, cotes, all perfect and 
ceady to go into circulation. Access to 
thr vault is guarded as carefully as ac- 
ceu to any other vault in the treas- 
ury building—and. by the way, it 
*fce system ot guards, no* t%' constrcc- 


extradition treaty with the United 
States at his leisure. Twelve months or 
more after his departure, the treas- 
urer's office making requisition on the 
reserve vault for some currency, would 
receive Bill's package. Some day it 
would be broken and then—there would 
be a sensation. Bill the Burglar would 
be enjoying a life of luxury in Cathay 
and the bondsmen of the treasurer of 
the United States would be going to 
congress for a law to relieve them of 
their responsibility. 


John B, Brow n, in whom the govern- 


ment reposes its trust for the safety of 
nearly $1,000,000 a day, is a clerk at a 
salary of $1,200 a year. He has held the 
position since November 1, 1894. The 
government clocs not regulate salaries 
by the amount of an employe's respon- 
sibility but assumes that its clerks are 
•roing to be honest without being paid 
for it. John It. Brown's father was a 
trusted employe of the treasurer for 
len years prior to his death in 1871, and 
the son has been employed by the treas- 
ury since 1872. The predecessor erf John 
E. Brown was John T. Bnrnes. He be- 
pin the work of packing and scaling 
bundles of paper currency in 1862. He 
died October 17, 3S94, nnd during the 
long period of his faithful service he 
made up and scaled all the packages of 
United States paper currency which 
were printed, except when he was ab- 
sent on leave or fiom illness. 


John T. Barnes was a delegate to the 


convention which nominated Lincoln. 
He was made a treasury clerk August 
10, loGl, at the request of Hon. Montv 
gomery Blair and he drew the same sal- 


crninent. The bond of the treasurer 
is for $400,000 and his sureties are 
held by it perpetually. If anyone in 
the office of the treasurer should be 
dishonest and should steal the govern- 
ment's money, Mr. Roberts and his 
bondsmen would have to make good 
the amount unless congress was will- 
ing to relieve them of the responsibility. 
Probably John E. Brown and Treasurer 
Koberts have never met; but Jlr. Eob- 
erts is Brown's guarantor to the gov- 
ernment in the amount -which he han- 
dles for the treasury—$1,000,000 a day.

EELS STOPPED THE MILL. 


Hundred* ol Them Clogged in a Wa- 


ter Wheel at Yoonentown, Ohio.

Many A curious prank is credited to 


the eel, but one of the oddest of which 
he has truly been guilty is justreported 
from Youngstown, O-, where he had 
actually succeeded in forcing a flour 
mill to cease operation. 


The mill is know n as the Baldwin 


mill, and is situated on the bank of the 
Mahoning river. Its power is furnished 
by five water wheels, with an engine to 
be use* in times of low water and when 
there is backwater to contend against. 
It is the custom of the miller, Homer 
Baldwin, to start up Monday morning 
and run 
steadily 
until Saturday 


night without a stop. 
One Monday 


morning not long ag-o, the mill started 
as usual with three water vv heels in op- 
eration, the number ordinarily suffi- 
cient to furnish all the power required. 


Presently, however, the miller found 


that strangeiy enough, the power was 
lacking-, and he. put on the fourth 
wheel. The following morning the 
power had grown even less than with 
three wheels running, nnd the fifth 
wheel was put into operation. Still the 
power was insufficient and at last the. 
engine was started up in order to ob- 
tain the necessary degree of power. 


It was suspected that somethingmust 


be wrong with the wheels, but owing- 
to the high water it was impossible to 
make an examination before the fol- 
lowing Sunday—vrtien to Mr Baldwin's 
surprise—he found that the water- 
wheels were clogged up with dozens of 
eels, varjkig from three to four feet 
in length, weighing in the mass sever- 
al hundred pounds. 


After the eels had been cleared away 


the mill was run at full power with but 
three wheels in operation. This is 
the second time, in the memory of the 
traditional oldest inhabitant that eels 
have been evidenced in the Mahoning 
river. Some eight years ago, it is said. 
Game Warden Sam/uel Lever placed a 
number of young silver eels in the 
river. At first it was supposed that the 
iniil eels must be those little ones 
grown up, but examination disclosed 
the fact that the big fellows that 
stopped the mill wheels were not sil- 
ver eels at all—an!d there lies the mys- 
tery. 


The eel is one of the queerest of the 


finny 1ribe. For a long time nobody 
could guess how he happened to come 
into existence in the strange pHces 
where be is apt to be found. He is a 
most mysterious fellow, and the mys- 
tery about him is by no means cleared 
awny, though the fish experte have 
studied him in many ways. 


A curious fact, and one wliic.'h makes 


Hie Mahoning incident harder to ex- 
plain, is that eels do not spawn in fresh 
water, but in" brakish and salt water. 
It is known that many eels descend the 
rivers in the fall and winter and enter 
Ine salt water, and it is supposed that 
spawning takes place at that time. In 
tlie spring amd summer young eels from 
three to five inches long ascend 
rivers in. incredible numbers, overcom- 
ing obstacles, ascending vertical walls 
or floodgates, entering; tlie smallest trib- 
utaries, and even making their way 
over dry land to ponds and lakes shut 
off

To Paris and its vibitors from all the 


vorkl the name of the Chateau d'Eau 
has long been familiar. But the superb 
project of Prof. Jan Zavviejski, archi- 
tect of that grand theater at Ceacovv, 
by which it is proposed to enhance the 
splendors of the intended Universal ex- 
hibition of 1900, surpasses most other 
designs of decorative architecture con- 
trived for the mere spectacle of a mag- 
nificent festivity. 
It is to be con- 


structed of iron, and to be clothed with 
rushing water; indeed, the water is to 
form its inner walls, descending in 
vast sheets of unbroken liquid surface 
which are completely to inclose the 
halls and chambers of the interior, and 
to form a majestic dome crowing the 
whole edifice.

concerning tbe president of the United 
btatos of suoh character as to end tbe 
minister's usefulness as a representative 
of his government in this country. Oen- 


, ral Woodford, therefore, Is instructed to 
at once say to the minister of state that 
the immediate recall of Do Lome li ex- 
pected by tha president." 


No response has yet boon received from 


the Spanish government, nor has De 
Lome received from his government the 
announcement of tho acceptance of bis 
resignation, bat It la believed this will 
soon be given. Indeed, Da Lome regards 
himself now as a private citizen, although 
he Is, technically, still Spain's represen- 
tative. 


Feeling at Madrid.

Lome Incident was received too late yes- 
terday evening to obtain incidents.

The cabinet de- 
cided to accept the resignation and tele- 
graphed Do Lome to that effect, at tbe 
same time patting the first secretary of 
the legation in charge for tbe time being.
